Plans discussed in second public hearing 


WILMINGTON - The second 
community forum on the 
Master Planning Report Draft 
provided residents an opportu- 
nity to ask questions about the 
funding process for either a 
new or renovated high school 
project. 

Wednesday night in the 
Middle School Auditorium Town 
Manager Michael Caira and 
Superintendent Joanne Benton 
once again welcomed Don 
Walter, a principal with the 
firm Dore & Whittier 
Architects, Inc., to make(a pub- 
lic presentation of the high- 
lights of the recently completed 
school «facilities study and 
afiswer questions from resi- 
dents. 

Walter’s PowerPoint presenta- 
tion outlined the process, the 
findings, and the recommenda- 
tions contained within the 
report. One of the project goals 
addressed the needs of the high 


school and elementary schools 
for the next decade, In order to 
accomplish this they studied 
enrollment projections, pro- 
gramming, and site/facility 
assessments and design 
options. This project marks the 
first that Dore & Whittier has 
done utilizing the new 
Massachusetts School Building 

Authority (MSBA) guidelines. 
The MSBA will be sharing in 
the cost of any approvable 
school project. 

The report also studied the 
grade configuration of the 
school system and presented 
four options: 

1. Maintain the existing con- 
figuration. 

2. Eliminate one transition by 
creating two schools of Pre-K 
through grade two and two 
schools of grades three through 
five.

Flag Day - June 14, 2008 


Old Glory - Proper Display of Our Nation's Colors

Those of us in the Veterans’ community 
understand well the importance of display- 
ing our Flag properly. We who served 
under her have a special feeling for Old 
Glory, and recognize her as a symbol of 
our great country, our heritage, and our 
place in the world. We respect our colors, 
because they represent the highest ideals 
of individual liberty, justice, and equal 
opportunity for all. 

There is always an emotional response 
when we see our Flag, and to see the thou- 
sands of flags hanging and flying in our 
great State makes this veteran’s eyes well 
up with pride. At this point in our nation’s 
history, we should be sure to display the 
Flag properly. This column contains the 
answers to some of my most Frequently 
Asked Questions (FAQ's) regarding our 
American Flag. 

All answers are found in the Federal Flag 
Code, Public Law 94 = 344. 

What is the correct position to hang the 
flag vertically or horizontally? The Union 
(field of blue) should be uppermost and to 
the flag’s own right. This means to the 
observer in the street, the Union should be 
in the upper left corner. 

Can the flag be flown 24 hours a day? 
The US Code says, "when a patriotic effect 
is desired, the flag may be displayed twen- 
ty-four hours a day if properly illuminated 
during the hours of darkness... The flag 
should not be displayed on days when the 
weather is inclement, except when an all- 
weather flag is displayed.” 

Where is the flag always flown 24 hours 
aday? This is a common trivia question. 
Either by Law. or Presidential 
Proclamation, the US Flag is required to 
be flown 24 hours a day at the following 
sites: Fort McHenry, Baltimore, Maryland 
(by Presidential Proclamation), Village 
Green of the Town. of Lexington, 
Massachusetts (by law), Marine Corps 
Memorial, Arlington, Virginia (by 
Presidential Proclamation), Valley Forge 
State Park, Pennsylvania (by law), The 
White House, Washington, DC (by 
Presidential Proclamation), Washington 
Monument, Washington, DC (by 
Presidential Proclamation), Flag House 
Square, Albemarle and Pratt Streets, 


Baltimore Maryland (by law), Any U. S. 
Customs Ports of Entry which are continu- 
ally open (by Presidential Proclamation). 
The flag is also flown 24-hours a day over 
the Capital but this is by custom only, And 
there are also the flags left on the moon. 

What do the colors of the flag represent? 
According to the book, "Our Flag" pub- 
lished in 1989 by the U.S. House of 
Representatives, "The colors red, white, 
and blue did not have meanings for The 
Stars and Stripes when it was adopted in 
1777." Tradition, however, has given the fol- 
lowing meanings to the colors: WHITE: 
purity and innocence, RED: hardiness and 
valor, BLUE: vigilance, perseverance and 
justice. 

What should I do with the flag if it is no 
longer usable? The US Code says, "The 
flag, when it is in such igs that it is 
no longer a fitting emblem for display, 
should be destroyed in a dignified way, 
preferably by burning." There are no spe- 
cific guidelines on how to do this, but in our 
state organizations like the American 
Legion, Veterans of Foreign Wars, and Elks 
have ceremonies to retire flags on Flag 
Day (June 14th). 

Where can I buy a flag that has flown 
over the Capitol? To buy a flag that has 
flown over the Capitol, just contact your 
Senator and ask to buy a flag that has 
flown over the Capitol. These flags are both 
good quality and very reasonably priced. 

Where should I put the flag on a stage? 
The US Code says, The flag should be on 
the "speaker's right as he faces the audi- 
ence." (All other flags should be on the 
speakers left.) 

How many official versions of the US 
flag have there been? There have been 27 
Official US flags approved by an act of 
Congress. The complete list of these his- 
toric flags can be found on the web at 
http://www.geocities.com/CapitolHill/4182/ 

When should the flag be flown at half- 
staff? The US Code only says, "On 
Memorial Day the flag should be displayed 
at half-staff until noon only, then raised to 
the top of the staff. By order of the 
President, the flag shall be flown at half- 
staff upon the death of principal figures of 
the United States Government and the 
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Governor of a State, territory, or posses- 
sion, as a mark of respect to their memory. 
In the event of the death of other officials 
or foreign dignitaries, the flag is to be dis- 
played at half-staff according to presiden- 
tial instructions or orders, or in accor- 
dance with ized customs or practice 
not inconsistent with law. In the event of 
the death of a present or former official of 
the government of any State, territory, or 
possession of the United States, the 
Governor of that State, territory, or posses- 
sion may proclaim that the National flag 
shall be flown at half-staff... The flag shall 
be flown at half-staff on Peace Officers 
Memorial Day, unless that day is also 
Armed Forces Day." 

Mr. Charles Evans Hughes wrote these 
words about our National Symbol: 

“The flag is the symbol of our national 
unity, our national endeavor, our national 
aspiration. The flag tells of the struggle for 
independence, of union preserved, of liber- 
ty and union one and inseparable, of the 
sacrifices of brave men and women to 
whom the ideals and honor of this nation 
have been dearer than life. It means 
America first; it means an undivided alle- 
giance. It means America united, strong 
and efficient, equal to her tasks. 

“It means that you cannot be saved by the 
valor and devotion of your ancestors, that 
to each generation comes it’s patriotic 
duty; and that upon your willingness to 
sacrifice and endure as those before you 
have sacrificed and endured rests the 
national hope. It speaks of equal rights, of 
the inspiration of free institutions exempli- 
fied and vindicated, of liberty under law 
intelligently conceived and impartially 
administrated. There is not a thread in it 
but scorns self-indulgence, weakness, and 
rapacity. It is eloquent of our community 
interests, outweighing all differences of 
opinion, and of our common destiny.” 

Now that our Flags are up and flying, 
let's keep them there. For further informa-

“But it really falls to the 
students each year to make 
sure the group keeps going and 
that’s one of the things Sarah 
and Brittany did so well, 
recruiting people and getting 
other people involved so that 
other people can take their 
place when they move on. 
They're pretty amazing young 
women. 

“When I first met with the 
Teen Dating Violence 
Awareness group a few years 
ago [at Shawsheen], it was a 
rather’ small gathering,” said 
Joanne Patterson, REACH’s 
Outreach and Education 
Coordinator. “I am amazed 
with the ability of these two 
girls to regenerate the group 
and their leadership as far as 
educating their peers on the 
issues.” 

Patterson said she was 
impressed that Haley and 
Decelles ran some of the in- 
class education sessions for the 
group. . 

“It’s phenomenal,” said 
Patterson. “I think their inge- 
nuity is something that has 
always struck me. Last year, 
when they did a fashion show 
fund-raiser, it was a way of 
engaging their peers in a way 
that was entertaining while 
also infusing education. It was 
kind of risky for two girls that 
had never done event planning 
before and I know they relied 
heavily on Christine [Tobin], 
but I think it was really a fun 
project to take on and they had 


a lot of fun with it and did real- 
ly well with it.” 

That group that started with 
only about five students? 
Decelles, Haley and Tobin 
helped it grow to almost 30 and 
its fundraisers annually raise 
anywhere from $150 to $400. 

Both Haley and Decelles 
intend to stay involved with the 
‘Teen Dating Awareness Group. 

Decelles will be attending 
Middlesex Community College 
in Bedford to study nursing and 
become a SANE (Sexual 
Assault Nurse Examiner). 

“I was honored when I was 
given the award by REACH,” 
she said. “The group is an 
important part of our high 
school. Statistics report that 
one in three teens know a 
friend is being abused. It is 
important for students to know 
who and where their supports 
are and what their expectations 
are for a healthy relationship.” 

Haley will attend North Shore 
Community College in Danvers 
for occupational therapy and 
also feels strongly about the 


group. 

“A lot of things in society are 
sugar-coated because people 
don’t want to see the truth,” she 
said. “Abuse happens every day 
and it can be to anyone, It was 
nice to know that adults and 
high school students can make 
a difference.” 

Tobin, who has been involved 
with Shawsheen Tech’s group 
since its inception, was pleased 
to see the two seniors honored. 

“They are such positive role 
models,” she said. “They’ve 
been great and they’ve helped 
make it a very close group.”

Bob Anderson has found his 
dream job. For decades he has 
been biking and hiking, fishing 
and canoeing all over Harold 
Parker State Forest in Andover. 

Anderson is now an inter- 
preter for the Department of 
Conservation and Recreation, 
the Massachusetts State agency 
in charge of making parks 
attractive and accessible. He 
has taken that a step further 
inviting everyone from the sur- 
rounding area to join him on 
his walking, hiking, strolling, 
biking and canoeing tours of 
the forest. With over 100 miles 
of off-road “single” trails and 35 
miles of groomed trails it would 
take a biker months to explore 
the entire park.

become Pre-K through grade 
two and Shawsheen and 
Woburn Street become grades 
three through five. For fire 
safety reasons the Pre-K 
through grade one students 
cannot be on the second floor of 
a building. 

3. Option three consists of 
four Pre-K through grade five 
schools and the upper grades 
would remain as is. 

4. The final option is for capi- 
tal improvements only, across 
the district. If for nothing else, 
this option was created for 
comparative purposes. This 
would not be reimbursable and 
would be paid for entirely by 
Wilmington. 

Given all of this background 
information, and much more 
that can be found in the report, 
Dore & Whittier recommend 
that Wilmington High School be 
the first building addressed in 
town. 

“Wilmington High School 
should be the first project 
explored further here in town, 
because it meets the recom- 
mendations of the 2006-2011 
Strategic Plan, the building is 
15% smaller than standards, 
classrooms are 19% smaller, 
science classrooms are 15% 
smaller the library/media cen- 
ter is 7.5% smaller and the 
auditorium is 41% smaller,” 
reasoned Walter. 

Walter further explained that 
the high school is a project that 
benefits all students, and stu- 
dents could move from a newer 
Middle School to a newer 
and/or renovated high school. 
He said, that a high school pro- 
ject will also address accredita- 
tion concerns and MSBA will 
only approve one school project 
per school district at a time. 

Dore & Whittier offer four 
options for renovating or 
replacing the high school. It is 
important to note that the costs 
shown are in today’s dollars, 
which is why there is a range 
given.

Option 1a renovates the 
158,498 feet of the existing facil- 
ity and puts a 20,000 square foot 
addition on the back of the 
school. It does not increase 
classroom size. It has an esti- 
mated project cost of $51.5 mil- 
lion to $62.9 million. 

Option 1b adds 67,000 square 
feet of addition and renovates 
128,000 square feet for an esti- 
mated cost of $60.5 million to 
$73.9 million. With this option, 
the Roman House would be 
removed to make way for an 
addition in front of the gymna- 
sium. A new auditorium and 
stage are created and the exist- 
ing auditorium becomes the 
library. There is a new cafete- 
ria and kitchen space, a second 
floor new science wing, covered 
access to all parts of the build- 
ing and a new square configu- 
ration of classroom space 
instead of the existing “L” 
shape. 

Option 1c adds 175,000 square 
feet and is essentially a new 
building with a renovation of 
only 14,000 square feet of space, 
which is basically the gymnasi- 
um. MSBA allows only 10,000 
square feet for a gymnasium 
and this plan maintains the 
extra 4,000 square feet of exist- 
ing space. This plan re-orients 
the school, puts more parking 
out front, and utilizes some 
extra land out back for field 
space. It comes with an esti- 
mated price tag of $68.2 million 
to $83.3 million. 

Option Jd is a completely new 
building at 185,000 square feet 
at an estimated cost of $67.3 
million to $82.2 million. Some 
of the current gymnasium 
space would become locker 
rooms,

Timothy Perkins’ father, 
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Nick Farnsworth was not 
going to let anything get in the 
way in his pursuit of an All- 
State championship in the 
javelin last Saturday afternoon 
at Durfee High School in Fall 
River, not even a disruption in 
his practice routine on the day 
of the meet. 

Unable to prepare in his usual 
manner for his set of throws, 
Farnsworth needed a couple of 
attempts to get completely into 
the groove, but in the end, he 
accomplished exactly what he 
hoped he would in winning the 
MIAA All-State championship 
with a personal best throw of 
192-4, easily outdistancing his 
nearest competitor by over 
nine feet. 

The victory not only earned 
Farnsworth a spot in the All 
New England meet coming up 
this weekend in Saco, Maine, it 
also ergsed a bitter memory 
from last year when an injured 
Farnsworth finished third at 
the All-States, 

“It was awesome to win,” 
Farnsworth said. “I was very 
disappointed last year with 
being injured and not being 
able to be at my best, and this 
year I was really hoping to be 
able to win, so it was a lot of 
fun to actually do it.” 

It was not all fun for 

‘Farnsworth in this meet, as his 
pre throw routine was thrown 
off, causing him a big distrac- 
tion. Farnsworth normally 
warms up by throwing a sledge- 
hammer, and normally does 
this..around the area where 
throwing events are being held 
and other athletes are warming 
up. He has never had any prob- 
lems or complaints about his 
routing, with nobody really giv- 
ing it a second thought. 

On Saturday, however, one 
parent complained, claiming 
that his throws were unsafe, 
and Farnsworth was ordered to 
stop throwing. Finally, after 


much discussion, he was 


allowed to go off in the woods 
near the school and resume his 
warmup routine, By then, how- 
ever, he had been taken com- 
pletely out of his preparation 
mode. ‘ 


“It really got me out of my 
zone, having to throw in the 
woods,” Farnsworth said. “It 
affected me a lot, and got me 
out of the concentration that I 
had. I feel like I could have 
thrown better, but it was hard 
to get back in the zone. It 
ended up working out ok, but I 
was angry at the time.” 

He was not the only one. 
Wilmington coach Bob Cripps, 
never one to hold back his 
thoughts, was not pleased at all 
with the ruling. 

“For whatever reason some- 
body complained about it and I 
just couldn’t understand it. He 
has never had any problem 
with it before,” Cripps said. 
“They made him go off to the 
woods to practice. He did well, 
though, and still managed to 
win, which is a credit to him.” 

With all of the drama going 
on before his throws 
Farnsworth needed some help 
to mentally loosen up, and he 
was grateful for the presence of 
his friend and teammate Tom 
Barry, who was also competing 
in the event. 

“Tom threw before me so it 
was great to have him there 
because he helped me relax a 
lot,” Farnsworth said. “He kept 
me laughing and kept me 
loose.” 

steadily 
improved as the season has 
gone on, particularly in these 
last few weeks of the post sea- 
son, when it seems he is setting 
a new personal best with every 
meet, His 192-4 in the All- 
States is just the latest in his 
series of great throws, but he 
still sees better days ahead. 

“It’s what 1 was looking for in 
this meet, but I am still looking 
to throw further,” Farnsworth 


said. “Even though it was my 
personal best, I would like to do 
better, and I would like to do 
that this weekend against some 
of the best kids in the country.” 
Farnsworth will indeed have 
to be at his best this weekend at 
the New England meet where 
he will face his stiffest compe- 
tition of the season. 
Farnsworth finished sixth in 
the meet last season, and will 
likely be tested most by a pair 
of competitors from 
Connecticut, with Woodland’s 
Eric Alfieri heading into the 
meet as the defending New 
England champ, and Fitch’s 
Ben Latham who finished fifth 
last season, probably going in 
as the favorite, having a top 
throw of 212 feet this season. 
Regardless of the competi- 
tion, however, Cripps is very 
confident that his athlete 
stands a very good chance of 


winning. 

“I think he has as good a 
chance of anyone at that meet 
of winning,” Cripps said. “The 
other kids have been throwing 
most of the season off cement, 
so that adds some distance to 
their throws. Nick has been 
throwing off of grass, and I 
assume that’s what they will be 
throwing off in this meet.” 

As for Farnsworth himself, he 
is not about to make any pre- 
dictions, but he is confident 
enough in his own abilities to 
know he can do very well, even 
against the best of the best. 

“I tend to throw better in 
some of the bigger meets, so 
hopefully I will do well here,” 
Farnsworth said. “I have 
thrown against some of these 
kids before at national meets, 
and a lot of them are bigger 
than I am but I hope I can 
make up for that with tech- 
nique. I am hoping for a top 
three finish. I would be very 
happy if I were able to do that.”

Traffic Dummy?

In the annals of time, there aren't many love affairs that end with one of the participants being clob- 
bered with a sledge hammer, but that very scenario will soon play out in Reading Square. 

For more decades than it would care to admit, Reading's Traffic Dummy has stood in the town Square, 
silently signalling safe passage through the center for residents, and confusing the $#%!@ out of any out- 
of-towners who find themselves cruising along Route 28. 

But as so often happens in relationships, one party has simply outgrown the other, and when the 
plans for a newly-designed, modern downtown area were drawn up by town officials, the dummy, 


sadly, was not part of them. 

Anyone passing through 
Reading Square in recent 
weeks has seen the massive 
construction project that is 
ongoing, but those in the 
Middlesex East readership 
area who live ottside the 01867 
zip code may be curious as to 
what exactly is going on. The 
following is a primer on the 
eventual fate of the Traffic 
Dummy (which now has more 
chapters than the Star Wars 
saga), as well as outline the 
changes the construction pro- 
ject will eventually bring to 
downtown Reading. 

The dummy, as it is affec- 
tionately known’ in Reading, 
was the subject of a video shot 
by members of the Downtown

Originally scheduled to be 
torn down sometime this sum- 
mer, Reading Town Manager 
Peter Hechenbleikner recently 
informed the Reading 
Selectmen that the dummy 
would in fact stand in the Center 
for another entire year. 

The reason behind the 
change in plans relates to 
pedestrian safety. 
Hechenbleikner was told in con- 
versations with the contractors 
involved with the Main Street 
Reconstruction project that 
there were two options regard- 
ing the traffic dummy: 

1. tear it down now, which 
would leave the downtown area’ 
without a traffic light for pedes- 
trians crossing for the duration 
of the project (which is expect- 
ed to run into the summer of 
2009); 

2. or leave the dummy in 
place for the duration of the 
project, and tear it down after 
the sidewalk and curbing work 
is completed sometime in mid- 
2009. 

Due to the perceived need for 
a pedestrian crossing at the

Pleasant Street intersection, 
town officials opted for the sec- 
ond option, thereby giving the 
dummy a new lease on life - at 
least for another year. 

Then the saga continued, as 
two weeks later town officials 
were informed that the struc- 
ture would be removed after it’s 
electrical lifeline was severed 
while contractors were remov- 
ing the concrete located in the 
southbound lane of Main Street, 
causing the dummy’s founda- 
tion to shift 

When the foundation shifted, 
the dummy’s electrical conduit,

“Town Manager Peter 
Hechenbleikner informed the 
Selectmen (with some cha- 
grin) that the town’s infa- 
mous (or beloved, depending 
on what camp you find your- 
self in) traffic dummy in 
Reading Square would not be 
demolished sometime this 
summer, as _ originally 
planned, and would in fact 
stand in the Center for anoth- 
er entire year. 

“The reason behind the 
change in plans relates to 
pedestrian safety, though the 
efforts of the Downtown 
United for Maintaining 
Monuments of Yesteryear 
Committee (D.U.M.M.Y., the 
group behind the popular 
YouTube video about the traf- 
fic signal) to save the dummy 
cannot be ruled out entirely. 

“As Hechenbleikner 
explained to the Selectmen, 
in conversations with the con- 
tractors involved with the 
Main Street Reconstruction 
project, he was told that 
there were two options 
regarding the traffic dummy: 

“1. Tear it down now, 
which would leave the down- 
town area without a traffic 
light for pedestrians crossing 
for the duration of the project 
(which is expected to run into 
the summer of 2009); 

“2. Leave the dummy in 
place for duration of the pro- 
ject and tear it down after the 
sidewalk and curbing work is 
completed sometime in mid- 
2009. 

“Due to the perceived need 
for a pedestrian crossing at 
the Pleasant Street intersec- 
tion, town officials opted for 
the second option, thereby 
giving the dummy a new 
lease on life - at least for 
another year. 

“It's a little disappointing 
because I had hoped for it to 
be out of here this year, but 
we'll have to deal with it a lit- 
tle longer; said 
Hechenbleikner. “You have to 
think about pedestrian safety.

The Selectmen approved the 
plan, but state highway officials 
eventually said no, and told the 
town it must put a signal in its 
place. 

So, the ‘head’ of the dummy, 
the signalized portion of the 
structure, was in effect cut off, 
and placed in a barrel filled 
with concrete late last week, 
vewired, and there it will stand 
for the next year or so, as the 
downtown area it has stood 
guard over for so many decades 
continues to be transformed 
around it 

Few projects in recent mem- 
ory will have the lasting impact 
of the Main Street 
Reconstruction/Downtown 
Streetscape Improvements 
Project, which will likely 
stretch into, and possibly 
throughout, the summer of 2009. 

Over a decade in the making, 
the project will change the look 
of, and traffic patterns through, 
Reading's downtown area in 
ways that town and state offi- 
clals hope will alleviate traffic 
and create an overall better flow 
for vehicles and pedestrians 
alike. 

The Main Street (Route 28) 
Roadway Improvements Project 
is a roadway safety improve- 
ment and streetscape enhance- 
ment project located on Main 
Street in Reading beginning at 
Washington Street and extend- 
ing in the northerly direction to 
Route 129 (Lowell Street and 
Salem Street) about 1,840 feet. 

The improvements will con- 
sist of roadway widening and 
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reconstruction, geometric 
improvements, drainage 
improvements, sidewalk con- 
struction, curbing, wheelchair 
ramps, installation of traffic 
signals at five (5) locations, 


intersection improvements, 
pavement markings, signing, 
Streetscape enhancements 


including: street trees, brick 
pavers accents, ornamental 
mast arms and pedestal poles, 
brick pavers crosswalks and 
period lighting are included 
among the proposed improve- 
ments, 

The project was designed by 
the Town of Reading's consul- 
tant BETA Group, INC in 
accordance with Massachusetts 
Highway Department construe- 
tion standards and is bid as a 
Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts - Massachusetts 
Highway Department project. 

The following information 
comes from project material 
submitted to the state by town 
officials, and provided to the 
Chronicle by Reading Town 
Engineer George Zambouras. 


Proposed 
Improvements 


Main Street (Washington 
Street to Green Street) 

The proposed cross-section 
on Main Street between 
Washington Street and Green 
Street consists of two 3.3-meter 
travel lanes with a 0.85-meter 
curb offset in the northbourid 
direction. The southbound 
direction consists of one 3.3- 
meter travel lane and a 2.5- 
meter parking lane. As you 
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approach the Washington Street 
intersection the parking lane is 
eliminated and a second 3.3- 
meter travel lane with a 0.85- 
meter curb offset is introduced. 
This cross-section matches the 
existing Main Street cross-sec- 
tion on the south side of the 
Main Street/Washington Street 
intersection. 


Main Street (Green Street to 
Haven Street) 

The proposed cross-section 
on Main Street between Green 
Street and Haven Street con- 
sists of two 3.3-meter travel 
lanes and a 2.5-meter parking 
lane in the northbound direction 
and one 3.3-meter travel lane 
and a 2.5-meter parking lane in 
the southbound direction. The 
parking lanes are eliminated 
within the Main Street/Haven 
Street/Ash Street where the 
proposed cross-section consists 
of two 3.3-meter travel lanes 
and a 0,5-meter curb offset in 
the northbound direction and 
one 3,3-meter travel lane and a 
0.5-meter curb offset in the 
southbound direction. 


Main Street (Haven Street to 
Pleasant Street/Union Street ) 

The proposed cross-section 
on Main Street between Haven 
Street and Pleasant 
Street/Union Street consists of 
two 3.3-meter travel lanes with

Geometric Improvements 

The most significant geomet- 
ric changes occur in the area 
surrounding Reading Square. 
The need for improvement to 
this area is necessitated by safe- 
ty concerns of angular on-street 
parking and pedestrian access. 
‘These concerns are attributed to 
the lack of off-street parking 
and the need for more accessi- 
ble and pedestrian-safe parking 
conditions. As a result, the pro- 
posed improvements are 
designed to be sensitive to vehic- 
ular and pedestrian safety 
issues by maximizing parking 
opportunities while reducing 
Vehicle conflicts. 

Lowell Street will be modified 
to provide one-way travel in the 
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southbound direction. The cur- 
rent “free” right turn (or 
“through” movement) onto 
Lowell Street will be eliminated 
by creating a “T” intersection at 
the Salem Street/Lowell Street 
intersection. This will promote 
the use of Salem Street and 
Main Street for the through 
northbound/southbound traffic 
movements in the downtown 
area. In addition, a pedestrian 
actuated crossing signal is pro- 
posed at the reco 

Lowell Street/Salem Street 
intersection. 

The existing Main 
Street/Lowell Street intersec- 
tion will also be reconfigured to 
create a more conventional 
four-way intersection opposite 
Pleasant Street. The existing 
traffic signal island at the inter- 
section of Main Street and 
Pleasant Street will be removed 
and the traffic signal equipment 
upgraded at this location. In 
addition, the signal that cur- 
rently exists at the Woburn 


Street/Lowell Street intersee- 
tion will be removed to accpm- 
modate new parking and circu- 
lation patterns in the downtown 
area. 


Streetscape Improvements 

Streetscape enhancements 
including: street trees, brick 
paver accents, ornamental 
mast arms and pedestal poles, 
brick paver crosswalks apd 
period lighting are included 
among the proposed improve- 
ments. The recommended 
streetscape enhancements ‘are 
required, in part, to mitigate 
the impacts to the Reading 
Common Historic District. The 
proposed improvements will be 
closely coordinated with the 
Reading Historic Commission 
to ensure the selected elements 
are consistent with the historic 
nature of the district and will 


adequately mitigate the 
impacts of the proposed 
improvements.

According the U.S. De- 
partment of Education, the 
number of homeschooled 
children is on the rise.

While the pros and cons of 
homeschooling remain open 
to debate, taxpayers should 
know that homeschooling 
appears to save substantial 
amounts of money. Esti- 
mates suggest that the 
roughly 1 million (estimate 
according to the Department 
of Education) children be- 
inghomeschooled today save 
taxpayers anywhere between 
$4 billion and $10 billion an- 
nually, as those children are 
not relying on taxpayers to 
fund their educations.

Understanding the 
foreclosure buying 


process 


There is a lot of talk about 
foreclosure properties on the 
market. It seems like record 
numbers of homeowners are 
faging foreclosure. The con- 
cept of foreclosure isn't one 
many people fully under- 
stand, although they know 
there is the potential for get- 
ting a bargain on a house 
purchase. Here is some in- 
formation to consider. 

The foreclosure process 
typically occurs in three 


main steps: pre-foreclosure,..— 


auction; and bank-ownership 
or real-estate owned (REO). 
Each has it's share of dis- 
tinctions and pros and cons. 
Here is some information 
from RealtyTrac, a leading 

foreclosure listing service. 
Pre-foreclosure: A prop- 
erty enters pre-foreclosure 
after the owner misses a 
number of mortgage pay- 
ments (usually three or 
more) and thus defaults on 
the loan secured by the prop- 
erty. The filing of pre-fore- 
closure is called Lis Pendens 
in legalese. During the pre- 
foreclosure period, the owner 
may be able to stop the fore- 
closure by paying off what is 
owed (known as curing or re- 
instating the loan), by selling 
the property, or by transfer- 
ring ownership of the prop- 
erty to the bank (known as a 
deed in lieu of foreclosure). 
If an individual is interested 
in purchasing a property in 
(pre-foreclosure, he or she 
;can contact the owner of the 
{home directly or seek out the 
assistance of a real estate 
agent if the property has al- 

‘ready been listed for sale. 
' “Auction: Loans that are 
jnot satisfied in the pre-fore- 
closure process are found in 
{default and the home will be 
jset up to be sold at a public 
fauction. Each state has dif- 
‘“fefent rules and time periods 
fo# auctions. But generally a 
fdate and time is posted and 
sar’ individual interested in

«property bids on the home. 
Bidders at a foreclosure auc- 
tion typically aren't given 
any opportunity to fully in- 
“spect a property or even view

An intriguing variety of exterior shapes 
and textures makes the Craftsman-style Fen- 
wick a visual treat. This plan was created by 
guest designer Steve Duarte. 


Tapered wooden columns rest on square 
fieldstone bases that support the wrap- 
around porch, and fieldstone shows up again 
in the wide rectangular chimney, Gently 
curved arches link the porch supports, while 
higher up a half-round window sparkles be- 
neath the side gable. 


Closer to ground level, the vertical and 
horizontal lines of the multipaned windows 
and porch railings run harmonious counter- 
point to the diagonals of the lattice below. 

Inside, the home seems much larger than 
its 1000+ square feet. Vaulted ceilings in the 
living room and dining room expand the feel- 
ing of spaciousness in these linked rooms, 
and the dining room is open to the kitchen. 

A fieldstone (or brick) fireplace separates 
the dining and living rooms, as does a floor 
level change. The living room is one step 
down, and naturally illuminated by porch- 
softened light washing in through wide win- 
dows on three sides. Double doors on the wall 
Opposite the fireplace swing wide open to 


provide porch access and capture welcome 
breezes when the temperature rises. 


In the kitchen, counter and cupboard 
spaces are in good supply. A small pantry 
adds more storage space for canned goods 
and staple foods, while lazy-Susan shelving 
offers easy under-the-counter access. Stand- 
ing at the kitchen sink, you can gaze at the 
landscape outside. 

Laundry appliances are conveniently 
close, in a pass-through utility room that dou- 
bles as a mud room. 


The Fenwick's owners’ suite has a sur- 
prisingly large walk-in closet, plus direct ac- 
cess to the bathroom, and double doors that 
open onto the wrap-around porch.
